Thus ended'thée Ruffian campaign of 
1758, in which their conduct feems to be 
almoft as myfterious as it 'was in the pre- 
ceding : ‘at leaft they feem to have twice 
altered their plan of aftion, and to have 
neégleéted that which they ought to have 

orfued: As the king of Pruffia had no 
val force; and ‘confequéntly the Ruffi- 
ans were tmafters at fea, the method for 
théir carrying on the war, which would 
have been molt fecure and moft eafy for 
themfelves, and moft effectual againtt 
the Pruffians, would have been to have 
matched their whole force into the eafter- 
moft part of Pomerania, from thence 
along the coaft to Colberg, and after 
making themfelves mafters of that port, 
and leaving a ftrong garrifon in it, with 
orders to add fome outworks as faft as 
poffible to its fortifications, to have con- 
tinued their march along the coalt, and 
in conjunétion with the Swedes to have 
Jaid fiege to Stettin. In this whole 
march they had no occafion to form any 
magazines’ at land, becaufe their army 
might have been fupplied with every 
thing by means of their fleet; and the 
king of Pruffia could not fo eafily have 
affembled the greateR part of his force 
againft them. This feems to have been 
the method, which both the Swedes 
and they had refolved on at the be- 
ginning of this campaign ; for each of 
them had this fummer,' at a great ex- 
pence, fitted out a fquatlron of thips of 
war, which two fquadrons united upon 
the coaft of Pomerania in July, and then 
eonfifted. of 17 Ruffian and 5 Swedith line 
ef battle thips, from 54 to 88 guns, 4 
Ruffian and 2 Swedith frigates of 32 
s, 1 Swedith frigate of 24 guns, 2 
uffian fire-thips, and 3 bomb-ketches, 
and a Swedifh advice thip. But this 
united fquadron, inftead of taking their 
ftation off Colberg, or any where upon 
the coaft of Pomerania, failed foon after 
their conjunétion, and took up their fta- 
tion off the little ifland of Amack, near 
Copenhagen ; from whence, as well as 
from the number of their thips, it feems, 
that both the Ruffians and Swedes were

ed, that, by cutting off the Swedith con- 
voys of provifion, they fhould at laf 
oblige their army to retire, for which 
purpofe, a detachment from the garri- 
fon of Stettin pafled the Pene, and made 
themfelves mafters of Loitz, Demmin, 
and Anclam,,which had the defired éf- 
fe&t; for the Swedith army was obliged 
to retreat on the 11th of October to Ly- 
chen, and from thence to Prentzlow 5 
and though by a detachment they reco- 
vered ofleflion of Demmin, Loitz, and

Pruffian territories; therefore on that 
day they moved to Paffewalk, and av 
the 28th to Schweringfburg, where they 
feemed refolved to continue for fometimes 
but general Manteuffel taking: a round: 
by Fredeland, placed himfelf in a ftrong 
camp, fo as to render, their communica- 
tion with Anclam very difficult, which 
obliged them to. move and incamp at that 
place, on the rft of December.
